T- WENTY-SEVEN kilometres 
* norili from Haparanila is Kar- 
iingi, the latttr place being reached 
by horsed or other coni'cyaticc. 

The day we made our journey to 
Karungi was overcast and windy, 
save for the earljf morning hour, 
when wc met the interesting hero of 
our story.

Eian mans and German mans, who 
must mnkc much speed, pay qitany 
kroner for journey, T take you foe

very good, 

"Yaht I know you in America. I 
fipeak little English. Not much spealc 
it many years. But I know you in 
America. Your great man, -who 
three years back liaa gone, eame 
there. >fow he has gone^ It Is a 
gc«at loss, 

"But— (brightening up) — you have 
another. Yah, as Fralsiiingsarineii 
say, wc bviild house and put in the 
corn and get horse and cow— but it 
is for more than tliatwe nre here — 
much more than that, sure. Ah, T 
k no w— (n oddin gJ-^FraUn ingcarmeti 
In America. It is in many place's." 

The journey afforded us a fine 
opportunity to obUina jifllmpsc of 
North Sweden aiidNorth Finland 
country life. 

We raced alongside the Tornea

Among the various branches of 
the Social \York £ew are more thor- 
oughly aiiprecialed than the Slum 
\Vork. The numbL-r oi such centres 
in Finlaml is (hirleL'n. whilst the Of- 
[ieers mimlicr tliirty-six". Three of 
these Corps arc in Ilelshigfors. two 
arc in Viborg, and two snoll Corps 
arc to he found in various other 

poor homes, caringf for the sick, ob- 
taining food anil clothing for the 
children, and in mnnv other wars 
hflpiiii; all who arp in ne-H^ it is 
small cause for wonder that the 
comrades engaged in this work arc 
so highly esteemed 

A very real need exists for The 
Army's Social Work in Finland, 
whi^rc the poverty is sometimes 
e.\Lrcii]e. 

The anthoritios in Hclsingfors 
granted a sum of two thousand dol- 
lars for our \Vork in ic)J4. to be 
api>Iied by onr comrades in their 
work of helping the poor and un- 
employed of the eonimuntty. 

In tht town of Vasa onr Slum 
Officers were entruFted with the ad- 
ministmtion of the relief provided 
bv the anthoritie.^ for the unemploy- 
ed. A good immbcr of needy folk 
wcfl- helped every day. In Kotkn and 
several other towns I'hc Officers h.lVC 
hccn asked sometimes lo serve on 
committees, as well as to help hv 
their visitation and in the matter ot 
the apporlionnlr.tit of relief, 

Meals have been provided for poor 
chrldrcn during the course of the 
winter, varlons Slum Corps beinj^ 
used a.<i centres for the distribution. 
Tn five or six different towns of Imii- 
land hundreds of hungry little child- 
ren receive a mid-day meal.

I AM still unable to say whether or 
not my su^estipn for the spiritual 
consolation of the wounded who 
must be left (o die isTiracticable. 
The Red Cross and Army Medical 
authorities see great difticullEcs. For 
one thing, it is a novelty in their 
eyes that men should be willing to 
risk their lives merely to administer 
help and comfort for the soul. In 
the meantime, it is quite evident that 
we shall he ahic to supply and equip 
an experimental party for this work 
if we are pcrmiitcd to do so. From 
among the offers I have received I 
■ quote the following: — 

"May 14, 1915. 
"My Dear General: — . 

"Your 'Notes and Reflections' in 
this week's 'War Cry' have stirred 
within me a deep desire to do some- 
ihing to assist you in helping the 
wounded who lie on the haltlcHeld 
dying uf 'wounds and thirst. Let me 
know if I can be of any service to 
you and them. I am fifiy-fivc years 
of age and earn a sufficient income. 
I have been a Salvationist for thirty- 
four years, am well known in the 
county of Durham, and I believe my 
life's work in The Army will bear 
the strictest investigation. I can 
point sinners to Jesus and pour in- 
to bleeding, broken hearts the pre- 
cious consolations of the Gospel. I 
am prepared to run risks and make 
sacrifices to helj> those about whom 
you wiite.

Other correspondence on this 
matter has also revealed no little 
interest in and sympathy with the 
Suggestion.

"I read with deepest possjMc in- 
terest your 'Notes and Rcflcciions' 
in 'The War Cry' of May rsth. It 
5«cms such an aw^ful thing to feel 
that men arc left to suITlt, lo Iilccd, 
and to die without any one lo he 
near them in the last hours to aid 
them and to speak to them of the 
Mercies and Promises in Christ. 

"That that voiceless call should 
come to you is not a matter for won- 
der. That is in perfect accord with 
the spirit, the origin, and the history 
of your gloriously Chrisii^in work. 
You always think of the 'Darkest' 
places. Yon always hear the erics 
■of ihc forsaken, the calls for help 
from the 'depths.' 

"You ask readers lo write you 
about this scheme to help the help- 
less in the war. I humbly and 
earnestly pray God that He may 
guide and direct .you in this labour 
of great love. . . . ." 

- I have lately been made acquainted 
ivith some most appalling f.Acts hear- 
ing on the suffering caused by the 
war in Serbia. Many non-comhat- 
ants in that unhappy caunlr> have 
felt fhc ruin and anguish consequent 
on the fighting quite as acutely, if 
not more so, than have the Belgians.

from Commissioner Hodder in New 
Zealand intimating that the City of 
. Glsbornc has contributed a thousand 
pounds to be used by us for the re- 
lief of sufferers in that country. 
This seemed lo he from God. Though 
we have but few Salvationists that 
we know of in Serbia, I have ar- 
ranged to send a Staff Officer—Col- 
onel Govaars, a native of Holland— 
to distribute this, and any other 
money 1 may be able to scna, jimoiiB 
that mueh-distrcsscd people, The 
Colonel has left London on his spe- 
cial mission. May God direct him 
and mnhiply (he blessing of the help 
he can render. This I know will be 
ample reward to the generous 
donors. 

The coming of Italy into the war 
adds to .Our burdens and anxieties. 
The Work in Italy will iiccd extra 
help from London, and other coun. 
tries will now be rendered still less 
able to afford help to us. But per- 
haps the new spirit which has of 
late years possessed large parts of 
the Italian people may be pnrified 
and turned in the right direction 
amid the suffering, which war must 
hrfng. If only the nations will see 
that no changes in government or 
in frontiers can be of any real ad-, 
vantage unless there be a change of 
heart towards God and His rule, 
-then indctd the war, awful a.s it is» 
will he o± some blessing to the 
ivprld. Ilaly^ especially new Itnlyj 
needs to iL-urii Jihove alt Icssjiis llmt 
Iho true greatness of a people de- 
pends not upon Ihc extent: or wcallli 
of its possessions, but upon the pur- 
ity and righteousness and freedom 
of its individual citizens. 

One of the sndilGSl features of the 
grief and sorrow of this limn is that 
for the Joss of only sons. Probably 
no war in history has taken such 
heavy toll in this direction as that 
now hcltifi waccd. Mnny good 
friends of The .-Vrmy in (he various 
nations involved are mourning Ihe 
loss uf sons and brothers. Espe- 
cially doL's this seem to he the case 
at this moment in England. The 
loss of what is precious is bci]ig tak- 
en, however, in liie true spirit. I 
received, two or three days ago, the 
fo'lowing letter from oUr old friend 
Lord Lineal nsl lire, belter k]iown as 
Earl Carringion. I( relates to the 
death cf his son and heir: — 

"May iO, IQ15. 
**My Dear General: — 

'•'No Iftter gave nie greater com- 
fort than ihe one cx]irtsrting your 
own and dear Al rs. Boolh's sympathy. 

"There is no cause to mourn. He 
(iTtd bravely in the open for his 
country where he was mortally 
wounded. He did his duty like 
thousands of others, and all is well. 

"Wv can only thank Cod He gave 
us 50 good and brave a Son. 

"Lady Lincolnshire bears up 
Splendidly, and sends her love to all 
your dear people, who do such good 
service for the poor and suffering,

harm. It was fostered by certain 
sensational newspapers and was 
handled -with, astonishing weakness 
by the police— particularly in Lon- 
don— w^o must have known the 
characlcr of the rabble concerned 
.Wc of The Sslvatior. Army know 
■quite well what it is to Suffer from 
this kind of thing, and we know how 
easily Jl spreads. If you permit riots 
against innocent Germans to-day, 
you m^y find it very difficult to put 
down riots against other innocent 
people at another iime. But, above 
all that, the whole spirit of the af- 
fair was near akin to the very thine 
we so much condemn in the abom-' 
inabic acts of this dreadful war— . 
and was totally ppposcd to Ihc spirit 
of the Bible,. 

I am anxioiis to do what can be 
done for the interned foreigners, 
many of whom must suffer for pro- 
ceedings which they condemn as 
deeply and caniesCly .is wc do. Wc 
lately received the following letter 
from one of the German prisoncra 
of war in this country: — 
"Gentlemen:^- 

"In view of the graceful act shown 
to my co-prlsDiLcrs of war and my-

Mine-Sweeping in Dardanelles 

Not only in the North Sea have 
they earned on their dangerous 
workj btit lately have gone down 
into the Eastern Jledltcrrancan, and 
between (he grim gnn-protccted hilis 
of the Dardanelles they have steam- 
ed- niEht after night to clear the 
waterway for the safe passage of 
thcallieu battleships^ braving in this

ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS 

THE insccis that destroy our fruit 
crops attack every poriiou of the 
tree aiid its fruit (savs William 
Honiaday in "Wild Life CoIl:3c^^■a. 
tlon"). The woolly aphis attacks 
the rrtols; the trunk and limbs arc 
prcycil upon by million of plant lice, 
scale insects and borers; the leaves 
nre devastated by the all-devouring 
leaf ^vorms, canker worms, and tent 
caterpillars, while the fruit itself is 
aLlackud by llic curculioj codling^ 
moth, and apple maggot. 

By the annual expenditure of 
about eight million dollars in cash 
in the spraying of apple trees, the 
dcstructivcness of the codling moth 
and curculio have been gre.itly re- 
duced; but, of course, that great 
sum must be set down as a total 
3oss to the farmers and consumers, 
in addition to a shrinkage of twelve 
million dollars in the annual crop 
from insect ra^-tigcs that could not 
be prevented. 

Now, in view of the foregoing, is 
It or is it not worth while for seri- 
ous-minded men to do their very 
utmost, continuously, to protect 
from foolish and brutal slaughter 
man's only allies in the insect war, 
the insect-eating birds?

WAR ON WEEDS ' 

THE weed question has received 
considerable aiU'titittn from lln." 
Lands Committee of the Commis- 
sion of Conservation, and some 
facts have been revealed which show 
the real seriousness of the problem. 
ilany of the worst weeds are getting 
ahead of the farmers, aud, unless 
methods of control arc put into 
practice at once, will gain the upper 
hand. 

Farmers cannot afford to ignore 
the danger from weeds (says F. C. 
N. iti the Montreal "Witness"). Yet 
there is a lamentable lack 01 con- 
certed action to destroy these ene- 
mies of crop production. Land is 
too valuable in Canada for owners 
to permit t\vcnty-fivc per cent^-of its 
producing power to be destroyed by 
weeds. It is time that all who are 
interested in agriculture realized 
the situation. Steps must be taken 
to rid the soil of the roots and 
the seeds. Co-operation between 
farmers in the same community^ and 
between farmers, the Experimental 
Farms and Stations, and the Gov- 
ernments, both Federal and Provin- 
cial, is necessary before satisfactory 
results can be secured. Only .by 
continuing" the 5ght to the end with 
method^and thoroughness can these 
enemies be held in check and ulti- 
.tViate freedom from noxious weeds 
''' be achieved. 



ELECTRIC FARMING
